every honorable way to maintain 
them." 

During 190o the ,mlueri anil 
the people of Hopkini comity 
have shown no disposition to 
change the advantageous and ex- 
ceptional conditions of which 
Mr. Stone bpeaks. with the] result 
that, the continuous working of 
the mines of the county with the 
unchanged, harmonious rotations 
of miners and employers has 
again produced a very gratifying 
increase of coal tonnage for the 
year. 

The total output of the com- 
mercial mines of Hopkins county 
for the year 11)00 reached the 
enormous tigure of 1,853,740 
tons, which is an increase of

FIFTY YEARS AGO.

eflt, and that our knowledge of math- 
ematics was sufficient for any prac- 
tical purpose. 

Books wero searev, ooa reader, ant 
one arithmetic answering for an en 
tire family, it being nothing unusual 
to see two studying the same book 
at the same time. The scholars 
would begin to arrive at school di- 
rectly after daylight and continued 
to come until about 10 o'clock. 
School began when the tli .-: scholar 
got there nu I continued, with the 
exception of one hour at noon, until 
sunset. Many of them hud to c 
three or four mlleM and some even 
further. Three months was the 
limit of the sessiou. We had no free 
school. Such is the advantage 
fifty years ago. 

C lurch house* were inn- _.. 
preaching still uioro so. The build- 
ings wi re similar to the school house 
and iu fact tiny wore nearly alwayi 
■Sed for both. As we Lave said be 
fore preachers were scarce, aud oo 
casionally one would con.e along 
when word would be passed that Wi 
would have "ineetin' ". At a spec! 
fled time aud plaoe the people would 
assemble at an early hour, frequent- 
ly by » o'clock, a. m. Servites 
would begin immediately and cou- 
Unue until the middle of the day, 
when a recess would be taken for 
dinner which was nearly always 
served on the ground. After dinner 
the congregation would again assem- 
ble and services would continue un- 
til four or five o'clock when they 
wonld go home to reassemble about 
seven p. m., and continue until about 
ten or often eleven o'clock p. m., 
when they would go home and to 
bed to meet again with the first 
preacher that came along. The 
male portion of the congregation 
would be clothed in brown Jeans 
woven at home by the "wimen" 
folks and colored with walnut bark 
or the hull from the green nut. A 
great dial of pride and skill was dis- 



Sometimes when an extra nice suit 
was desired, "blue mixed" was used, 
but as this required indigo, and lu- 
digo cost money it was seldom used 
except for Sunday suits. Ovnrcoa s 
wero almost wholly unknown. We 
well remember when there was but 
one overcoat within my knowledge 
and that was used only on rare oc- 
casions. In lieu of an overcoat, 
blankets were used. A squnrt 
hlankct would be procured, a bole 
cut in the middle, bound around 
aitli taps, the owner then stuck hit 
head through this hole and that ;ui- 
swered ivfry purpose. As there 
«MM a great.'.vnriety in colt r. blue, 
green, yellow a id even red, tln> cf- 
fuct was very picturesque. Boots 
were unknown, while shoes wei.* 
worn without exception among th«> 
womeu. I 
Oreat skill and pride wero ex- 
hibited, and whllo we rail at the 
devotees of fashion of today, they 
were Just as particular at that time 
in following fashions as they are to- 
day. As we mentioned elsewhere, 
much of their dressing w»s Manu- 
factured at home, and . they took 
great pain's in weaving to have th. 
stripes and check Just of the right 
kind. Twice each year they went 
trading, spring and fall when home 
production would be exchanged for 
store goods" and- then for many 
days on their return consultations 
were held as to the latest styles of 
dress. Merchants only . bought 
goods twice a rear, and most all ol 
the goods was boutiht at Philadel- 
phia, shipped to Henderson and 
from there hauled on wagons to tbts 
county. It was uo small job to 
brluir them here, the roads fre- 
quently being muddy, arid lit would 
require four days to make the trip. 
Much more could be said of the cus- 
toms of fifty years ago. We have 
written nothing but what we have
